Opinion of Jndge Hayden on the Krieger 
Habeas Corpus Case.

A Notary Has Not Jurisdiction to War- 
rant Commitment. 


An Inquiry into the Purposes and Use9 of 
Taking Depositiony, 


A Dangerous Legal Process Thor- 
oughly Shown Up. 


A new interest has been revived in the af- 
fair of the Broadway Bank since the report 
of Assignee Franciscus at a late hour yester- 
day stating that among the assets of the broken 
bank was $362,000 due by Mayer Goldsoll; and 
to-day’s decision in ghe Court of Appeals, on 
the petition for habeas corpus by the elder Mr. 
Krieger, was awaited with much expectancy. 

By 10 o’clock this morning the Court of Ap- 
peals was already beginning to fill with spec- 
tators, and when the judges appeared on the 
bench at about thirty minutes to 11 there was 
a large crowd of people present. 

The minutes of the court were first read 
and after that the Judges read the titles and re- 
sults of their judgments. Judge Hayden de- 
livered the opinion of _ the Court 
in the Krieger case, and for the 
moment Mr. Krieger could not be found. He 
was brought into the court room and told that 
he was discharged from custody. He did not 
wait to learn anything more than that one faet, 
but departed at once. 

Among the legal fraternity who gathered 
around the table, where the document was be- 
ing copied, expressions were frequent that 
the deposition system was destined to an early 
grave, and some of the lawyers who 


have depositions now under progress intimat- 
ed that they might very possibly drop them 
at once. 


The Opinion. 
Ex-parte J. Philip Krieger, petition for habeas 
corpus. 
OPINION OF THE COURT. 

The question presented onthe present case 
appears to ve essentially different from that 
raised by the facts of any application for hab- 
eas corpus which has been passed on in this 
State. The return, indeed, sets out the case 
of a commitment by a notary public ena- 
yayed in taking a deposition of a 
witness in a pending suit, on the ground of re- 
fusal oc such witness to answer questions put 
to him by the notary. Butthe returnis to be 
considered in connection with the facts which 
appear, none of which are seriously disputed, 
though their relevancy is contested by the 
counsel forthe Sheriff. The bearing of these

NO AUTHORITY OR POWER TO COMMIT, 
the case is not within the purview of the 
statute. Soif, having jurisdiction of the sub- 
ject matter and of the person, a court, 
even of general jurisdiction, ex- 
ceeds that jurisdiction by an 
excessive sentence, and thisexcessis patont 
on the face of the record, the judgment is con- 
sidered ns not merely erroneous or irregular, 
but void, and the petitioner entitled to his dis- 
charge. (Ex.parte Page,49 Mo.291; People ex. 
Tweed vs. Liscomb, to N. ¥. 559.) The 
inguiry is as to the jurisdiction ot the Court to 
render the particular judyment, and not mere- 
ly to render 4 judgiment in the 
general matter. Inthe case of acourtof gen- 
eral jurisdiction, however, every presumption 
isin its favor; and it must be assumed that 
euch court has passed upon the jurisdictional 
facts, and thus its judgment cannot be affected 
by matters dehors the record in a collateral pro- 
ceecing like habeas corpus («x parte Toney, 
J1 Mo., 66). But in the case ot a 
court of limited jurisdiction and still 
more in the case of a incre notary or other of- 
ticer to whom the pewer to take depositions is 
given, there is no similar presumption. A con- 
iempt, indeed, isinmitselfa distinct and sub- 
stantive offense, and in the case ofa court of 
senperal jurisdiction there is no distinction in 
principle between a judgment pronounced af- 
ter trial upon indictment and a 
summary committal for contempt, so 
far as concerns the question 
of coHateral impeachment. In either case the 
court has pronounced on the jurisdictional 
facts, und the presumption isthat it has de- 
cided correctly. Butthe presumption of ju- 
risdiction which attaches to the higher 
court 
DOES NOT EXIST 
in reference tothe inferior court or officers. 
The statute gives the power tothe officer, un- 
der certain circumstances, to commit 
for contempt, but coes not undertake to 
change the important rule in regard to courts 
ot general and courts of limited jurisdiction. 
When, as here, the question turns on tine 
power of the inferior oflicer and his jurisdi>- 
tion, it must ve remembered that there has 
been no adjudication as to the jurisdictional 
facts which any court ot justice is bound to re- 
spect. Here there is no judgment, however 
irregular and informal, from which the impris- 
oned party has the right to appeal; nor, on the 
other hand, hus the person concerned had that 
security which must alwaysexist where the 
proceedings have taken place under the sanc- 
tion of judicial responsibility and in an oposn 
court ot justice. The officer taking a deposi- 
tion is often ignorant alike of tie 
law and the _ = issues. It is through 
the writ of habeas corpus that 
a person imprisoned for contempt by a notary. 
or other similar officer taking a deposition, se- 
cures the first anthoritative ascertainment as 
to the jurisdictional facts and the power of the 
notary tocommitinthe given matter. COases 
like the present thus open a different inquiry 
trom comnmitments which come from a court of 
record. In favor of the liberty of the citizen,it 
is the duty of the eourt or judge upon similar 
applications to examine the facts apon which 
the alleged jurisdiction rests and to enquire if 
the commitment is 
‘*ACCORDING TO LAW,’’ 
sec 36 supra) ,,not Only within the letter of the 
statutes but within their meaning and the in- 
tent of the law-mnaking body. 

In ex parte McKee, supra, no question was 
made as tothe nature of the proceeding, nor 
could the Court see from the 
return any such tacts 
as exhibited by the present return. The suit 
in which the deposition was taken was peud 
ing in Jackson county and the deposition was 
taken in the city of St. Louis. The question 
raised by the present facts was not mooted, 
the illegality of the imprisonment being then

The opinion of the Court 
assumes and bas forits basis the assu:aption 
that the proceeding was the taking of a deposi. 
tion, and tha: the notary was engaged in good 
faith in the proceeding contemplated not mere- 
ly by the letter but by the spirit of the 
statute. Ex parte Mumford, 57 Mo., 603, was 
notacase before the court, and moreover 
turned upon the question whether there was a 
‘‘suit pending.’’ The facts that raise the pres- 
ent question did not then exist. The decision 
accordingly proceeds werely upon the well 
established rule that a deposition may be taken 
at any time after suit brought, but pavs no at- 
tention tothe necessary interdependence be- 
tween the power of the officer to com- 
mit and imprison, and the jurisdietjonal 
facts which the law intends shall exist as the 
basis ofthat power. The same observations 
apply to ex parte Scruggs, decide@ by Jude 
Bakewell. Buta notary. as a notary, has no 
power to commit for contempt, and contempt 
of court is a recognized offense, but there is no 
such thing known to the law as 

CONTEMPT OF A NOTARY PUBLIC. 

It is only by reason of the exercise ol a tnunc- 
tion in themanner and under the circumstan- 
ces contemplated by the legislative that there 
can here be contempt within the meaning of 
the law. As, if no suit were pending, the 
mere going through with certain tormal steps 
described in the statutes in reg to 
depositions could not invest the 
notary with the necessar power, 
so it, when a suit is pending, the forms of the 
act are complied with, yet the proceeding is 
not that contemplated bythe law, the juris- 
diction does not attach. The proceeding can 
not be madé the taking of the deposition by 
calling tt 80. The question is 
whether tho substantial as well 
the formal parts of the law are complied with. 
We must look at the intention existing in tho 
minds of the law-makers, and consider thatin 
connection with the power which a morvely lit- 
eral construction gives to inferior and 
Dy irresper officers | bert: 
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of the law-maker. The statemeut et this prop- 
osition is its refutation. 
PERHAPS NO BETTER INSTANCE 

could be given of tbat sticking in the bark 
which a primary maxim of legal construction 
condemns than the argument that because 
the first section of the deposi- 
tion act reads that *‘any party 
to a suit pending in any court in this State may 
obtain the deposition ot any witness to be 
used in such suit conditionally,’’ therefore the 
legislature intended that a notary, or similar 
officer, by going through with some or all of 
the forms prescribed by the act,should require 
the power, irrespective of any other 
circumstances, of compelling a defendant 
in a suit to answer any question which the no- 
tury may choose to insist upon, under penalty 
of an indefinite imprisonment. It is clear that 
the Legislature intended to give no such 
power, and it is only by 
refusing to regard the essential meaning of the 
sy = the na ~~ the purpose whiok the 
aw-mwakers hadin view, that gare, * 
ean be reached tha+’ the PIE aay 
intended. So where 


the witness act pro- 
..¢8: “‘A person summon as a witness 
and attending, whosball refuse to give evidence 
which may lawfully be required, on oath or 
affirmation, may be committed to prison by 
the court, or any person authorized to take his 
deposition or testimony, there to remain 
without bail until »e give such evidence,’ not 
merely the letter but the my - of the sec- 
tion and the purpose which the lawmaker hal 
in view must be regarded. 

It is impossible for us to escape the 
conclusion that while in the present case the 
torms of taking adeposition were gone through 
with, the proceeding was of a different char- 
acter and used to accomplish other purposvs. 

THE FACTS 
that the petitioner lived in the city ot St. 
Louis, where he had _ resided thirty 
years, that he had no inten- 
tion of removing trom or leaving that 
city, that he was in good health, and expected 
to be present at the trial of the cause, in them- 
selves of little significance, must be considered 
in connection with the other facts. The 
suit was against the petitioner and 
others as officers and directors of 
the Broadway Savings Bank, the plaintiffs, 
as depositors, seeking to hold the defendants 
liable fora statutory pene mathe ground 
that they bad assented tothe reception of t.e

wus commenced uttachment onthe 24th of 
May, 1879, and notice given to take deposi- 
tions on the 2nd day of June. A subpcna was 
issued and served upon the petitioner, and he 
appeared, and upon thatday many questions 
were put to him. 

The return statesjthat, the petitioner being 
asked whether he had not got money and per- 
sonal property concealed in the Safe Deposit 
Company for the purpose of hindering, delay 
ing and defranding his creditors, the peti- 
tioner declined, to answer on the ground that 
the question was a privileged question. 

The opinion at this point goes into a history 
ot the circumstances ofthe arrest, which we 
already well know, commenting especially on 
the fact of the seizure and searcli of Mr. Krieg- 
er’s safe in consequence of his answering cer- 
tain questions on the day peeves. 

The opinion continues: Itis not necessary to 
comment at length upon the facts thus pre- 
sented. The character of the proceeding is ap- 
parent. It is only upon the supposition 
that the mere forms of law will sanction any 
abuse of lezal process, however great, that it 
cav be maintained; that this proceeaing was 
the taking of a deposition intended by the stat- 
ute or the power which the 
ofieer took upon himself to exercise 
in committing and confining the petitioner a 
power given to him by law. It appeurs that 
the eliciting of testimony, which might pos- 
sibly have been used, but which thereis no 
ground for believing ever was intended to be 
used in court, wus made merely as a Cluak for 
ascertaining the

Leaving out of view the perversion of legal 
process and the use @feghe fornis of law as 
a cover tor the accomplishment ot 
ulterior purposes, we examine into 
the nature oi. this proceeding, we 
tind that, putting the most favorable constric- 
tion upon it of whion it is ym ape it is an 
atten: pt to institute, immedtfately onjthe com- 
mencement of a suit, a procedure allowed by 
law only aiter final jadgment ina court of rec. 
ord und execution returned unsatisfied. 
(Wag. Stat., p. 616. sec. 71, et seq.) Disre- 
gxurdinc circumlocution, used merely as a 
blind, the inquiry is asto the prescnt where- 
abouts of tbe defendants’ property. If a pro- 
ceeding of this kindis permissibie, as against 
one whose liability is unfixed, 
there is little need of the eélabovate 
provisions and of the judicial decision in writ- 
ing, so caretully provided for, in the cass otf a 
judgment debtor. Thus we arrive at the char- 
acter of the proceeding, testing it, not by the 
forms used in instituting it, or by the name it 
is calied by in papers, but by its essential legul 
features. 

The position has been hazuirded in argument 
that where a deposition has been properly 
taken under the statute, the process corre- 
sponds to discovery by bill in chancery.

li the first @aZ place, the contem- 
piation of the statute is that a 
deposition shall be taken only as « precaution- 
aly measure, and because there is reason to 
feur the witness will not be present at the trial. 
However sanctioned, it is an abuse of the stat- 
utoryv power ot which liawvers, as 
officers of court, ought not to be guilty, to take 
depositions merely forthe purpose of discov- 
ery, and the difficulty of correcting the abuse 
ought to put them more upon their honor. It 
is characteristic of the common law that 
it refused to assert the power 
of compelling parties to take 
depositions, or to encourage the practice. It 
is only by resorting to a system of law not pos- 
sesseu of that spirit which insists upon the 
production of witnesses face to face 
with the court and jury that we 
anive at the adinission of testimony trough 
affidavits and depositions. To prevent a fail- 
ure ol justice, and remedy a great practical 
inconvenience, indeed, the statute prov'des 
that depositions wayg§ be usel in ai few 
specified contingencies. But sofaris the law 
of this country from giving countenance 
to the trial practices of the civil law, tnat the 
tencency bas been toapply even tothe trial 
ol chancery Cases the ruiecs which evecure the 
predcuction of witnesses in open court. The 
ci zen is entitled, not only to trial by 
jury, but to those tris! processes which inake 
it « fectual and are a partot his rights as a liti- 
git. That free and impartial trial which it is 
tl e grent object of the law to secure tor him, is 
Otten sericuslv interfered with by results aris- 
ing from the vicious habit of maninulating in 
anotary’s office the testimony of witnesses 
who are to be,and will be, present in open 
ccurt. 

but, again, there is nothing in the statute 
nyon the subject of depositions which placesa 
di. fendant whose deposition is taken in any 
other light than an _ ordinary witness, 
subjected to the rules of exam- 
inntion prevailing at common  iaw. The 
fact that his testimony is taken by deposition 
and notin open court does not create u pecu- 
liarity in this respect, 

A COURT OF JUSTICE 

would here have seen the character of the pro- 
ceeding and thé object and the purpose of 
the questions put. It is only by claiming 
for the notury in the present case 
a power that acourt of justice would not have 
exerted thatthe petitioner could have been 
compelled to answer the questions, tor refus- 
ing to answer which he was comuitted. 
Upon the fucts, blame did not 
attach te the petitioner. As is said 
by Judge Denio in People vs. Huckley, 24 N. 
Y., 78: **The conduct charged as constituting 
the contempt must be such that some degree 
ot delinquency or misbehavior can be predi- 
cated of it; forif the act be plainly indifferent 
or meritorious, orift it be only the assertion of 
the undousted rightof the party, it will not 
become a criminal contempt by being adjudged 
to be so.’’ 

In the present case the plaintiffs and their 
counsel no poubt proceeded, astheyv did, sin- 
cerely believing that they had a legal right to 
do so, but the case e be supposed 
where the evidence wouid disclose a sham 
petition filed merely to enable a party t» 
take testimony with a view to its publicationin 
the newspapers. It would be absurd to say 
that in such a case the court cuuid not see whut 
was patent, or protect the citizen in bis rights. 
So for such abuse ot process 
the notary would undoubtedly 
be liable, and the attorneys engaged in prvo- 
moting the proceeding subject to punishment, 
on proper presentation, by disbarment or 
otherwise. Itisa singular misconception of 
the judicial power to suppose that 
the courts cannes look beyond certain 
torms where the exer@ise of judicial tanctions 
is concerned. It may De doubted whether the 
Legislature itself bas power to interfere with 
the courts and the conduct of judicial business 
to the extent that was implied by the construc- 
tion of the deposition act sow contended for. 
The abuse of judicial power in reference 
to a matter pending in court addresses 
itselt directly to the courts. Such a power the 
Notary assumes. Itis by subpa@na, a process 
of the courts, that he compels attendance. 
Though for convenience he is genoeraily com- 
missioned, and not speciallyin each case by 
the court, he is an officer of the coart 
assuming “to take testimony for the court. 
It he takes not for the Court, bus to accomplish 
the private purposes of parties, he violates his 
duties, and is amenabie to the courts for such 
violation.

A Reminiscence. 
BRUNSWICK, Mo., June 10, 1879. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

A communication in your paper of the 9th 
inst. entitled, ‘*McCrary a Spiritualist,’’ 
calls to mind an anecdote of a prominent law- 
ver of North Missouri, who died within the 
last year. 

A number of years ago he was employed by 
the heirs of a wealthy gentleman, who had 
died a short time before in one of the interior 
counties of this State, to recover their inter- 
ests in the estate of their deceased relative. It 
seems thatthe wealthy gentleman aforesaid 
had neglected for some reason, in the disposi- 
tion of his property, to provide for his nearest 
of kin, and had devised it all to certain dear 
friends. 

Suit was brought to sct aside the will, and 
as there was a large amount of property in- 
volved, the case was closely contested on both 
sides. Some of the ablest lawyers of St. Louis 
were engaged in the case before it was dis- 
posed of.

His deep interest in the result of his suit had 
made him willing to listen to any reasonable 
suggestion. His friend came, and after lock- 
ing the door, drawing the curtains, and satis- 
fying himself that no one was present except 
the attorney, he drew his chair close up to 
him, and, in a low whisper, told him that a 
few days before he had had an interview with 
the spirit of Chief Justice Taney, who had 
been dead abouta year; that he had asked 
about his friend’s ‘ ‘will suit,’’ and had been 
assured that it was Taney’s unqualified opin- 
ion that the plaintiffs were entitled to recover.

And Dies in the Arms of a Friend, 
able to Name His Murderer. 
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The Police Baffled in Their Efforts to Discover 
the Perpetrator of the Deed. 


There was a slight scuffle, a pistol shot, and 
a heavy fail on the stairway in the rear of No. 
1112 North Eighth street at 11:20 o’clock last 
night, and Joseph Moresi, a 
poor, inoffensive Italian  tinner, lay 
dying with a bullet in his heart, 
fired by some unknown assassin. Antonio Bo- 
rella, Moresi’s friend and room-mate, has- 
tened out on to the landing, gathered the poor 
man upinhis arms, and caught the faint 
murmur of ‘*I am shot,’’ from his pallid lips, 
as his spirit went eut and mingled with the 
night air of delectable Wild Cat Chute. The 
neighborhood, aroused by the noise of the shot, 
turned out to a man, and when the police ar- 
rived on the scenethe stairs and room were 
thronged with the half-starved mob, all spell- 
bound in the presence of death. No ond knew, 
or cared to teil, if they did, who fired 

THE FATAL SHOT, 
and there was not an oktainable clue ‘to 
take up in solving the mystery.. The ball, 
a large one, 
had penetrated the unfortunate man’s breast 
at as central a point as could be conceived of 
and had done its murderous work only too 
well. Inquiries disclosed the fact that Mor- 
esi had gone out in the early part of the even- 
ing with two young friends, Angelo Cenesa 
and Ludovico Cenesa, and a squad 
of officers went to their hovel, in the alley 
between Biddle and O’Fallon streets and 
Twelfth and Thirteenth streets, where they 
were found in bed and taken into custody. 
Neither was over 20 years of age, unable to 
speak English, and on learning, throngh 
the assistance of an interpreter, that Moresi 
had been murdered, they were apparently 
norror-stricken. They had left him at 11 
o’clock on the corner of Biddle and Eleventh 
streets, and presumed that he had gone di- 
rectly to hisroom. He had not been drink- 
ing. Neither of them had, and, although the 
lads were assigned a cell in the Third District 
Police Station, every one entertained the 
opinion\that they were innocent as to poor 
MORESI’S DEATH. 

No one was in the cLute at the time the 
fatal shot was fired; the transfer of police pla- 
toons was being made, and the unknown mur- 
derer succeeded in making his escape with- 
out leaving a clue as to his identity. 

An ambulance was summoned, 
and the fast-stiffeniug form con- 
veyed to the Morgue, where it now rests, 
awaiting the inquest, which will be held as 
soon as something definite can be ascertained 
as to the perpetrator of the horrible deed, —~

Mr. Shannon’s 
friends in the Council think it ‘‘strange and 
inconsistent to find Messrs. Wider and Joyce, 
two weeks before the repeal of that odious 
law, taking advantage of its provisions for the 
removal of ‘an officer against whom 
they do not prefer any charge and substitute a 
person whom they removed for what they 
thought sufficient reason.’’ There seems to 
be a general belief that Mr. Shannon will be 
reinstated after the repeal ofthe Mayor’s 
bill, which takes place the 18th prox.

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Probability of a Grand Gathering at the Old 
Marvin Camp-Ground. 


For the last three years there has been a 
marked increase in the number of the Metho- 
dist camp meetings throughout the country. 
In Missouri, as in other States, the revival of 
the old Methodist spirit has been most notice- 
able, and camp meetings in almost every 
district in the interior as well 
as the yearly one held at 
Marvin’s camp ground, near Bridgeton, attest 
the fact that American Methodism, North and 
South, is yet in its vigorous and energetic 
youth.

They like prayer and praise to 
go straight up to heaven from God’s own tem- 
ples in the wilderness, not from crowded 
ehurches built with hands. The wild and 
plaintive music .of ‘‘God’s people’’ has 
a finer chord added when the echo of the for- 
est takes up the refrains and adds its melan- 
choly sighs to their sad music. 

DURING THE PRESENT SUMMER 
along list of camp meetings has been an- 
nounced. From Maine tothe Gulfand from 
ocean to ocean, every diocese of Methodiam 
comes forward with its new-born devotion to 
old-time ideas. 

Some newer ideas are being introduced, 
such as the suspending of the regular services 
on Sunday and holding them only on week 
days. Thisis done to break up a custom 
more honored in the breach than the ob- 
servance, of those in the vicinity of a camp 
ground making a holiday of ‘‘camp-meeting 
Sunday,’’ and going to the ground much as 
they would tua circus—merely fer a day of 
sport. 

Of course, on this, as on all topics, there is 
difference of opinion among the church mem- 
bers themselves, and some hold revival ser- 
vices only on the Sabbath, devoting the rest of 
the week to recreation. This will be the case 
at Sea Cliff, Lone Island, where a 
camp-meeting service is to be held every 
Sunday. 

AT ROUND LAKE, N. Y.. 
it is proposed to make the meeting self-sus- 
taining, and for that purpose a fee will be 
charged on entry. At Round Lake there 
will be a number of new at- 
tractions; a kindergarten, calisthenics, 
a model of Jerusalem, Solomon’s Temple,etc. 

Extra exertions are being made to attract 
both saints and sinners to the pleasant places 
in the forests, and by none will these exertions 
be made more thoroughly than by the rever- 
end gentlemen who are presiding over the 
coming meeting at Marvin’s Camp Ground. 

All the preliminary arrangements have 
been already finished. On last Saturday a 
number of the ministers paid a_yisit to the 
grounds, parceled out the place into the ne- 
~ecssary allotments of ground, and appointed 
the different committees. 

MARVIN’S CAMP GROUND 

is named after the lamented prelate whose 
scholarly Voyage Around the World, no less 
than his purity and piety of life, had made 
him one ofthe most conspicuous bishops in 
the Methodist Episcopal Church. A tract of 
about 46 acres of land, it is well watered 
and well-wooded, and in every way excellent- 
ly fitted for the purpose to which it has been 
dedicated. 

Of course, all the requisite arrangements 
for the comfort of visitors will be made, and 
itis probable that, us hitherto, there will be 
a hotel tent for guests not wishing to 
camp themselves. Transportation, furnish- 
ing and other committees hare been appoint- 
ed, and the gentlemen selected on the varieus 
committees are, fortunately, of such a char- 
acter that the meeting this year will be the 
greatest success known in St. Louis County. 

The Marvin Camp Ground is on tie St. 
Charles rock road, about twelve miles 
from St. Louis Court-house and about three 
from Bridgeton.It is easy of access by horse or 
carriage, and a'line of omnibusses will proba- 
bly be added to the transportation of facilities.

presiding elder of the district, will 
have the control and manage- 
meut of the meeting, and he 
will be assisted by the following reverend gen- 
tlemen: J.G. Wilson, of St. John’s; J. E.

Reports are again beginning to get abroad of 
the fearful amount of sickness now existing in 
Russin. A correspondent of the Celogne Ga- 
zette writes from St. Petersburg that, although 
the Governor of Astrakhan reported on the 
29th of April last thatthe general state of the 
health of the people in that province was sat- 
isfactory, trustworthy information has never- 
theless been received in the Russian capital 
that an epidemic is ragingin several villages 
in the Gori dtstrict, and is committing great 
ravages among the inbabitants.

Imagine his dismay whenthe 
parcel that wasto contain the subterranean 
jiterature, though sealed with the seal of the 
political police. brought hima letter from the 
Revolutionary Committee threatening death if 
he presumed to carry out the Government or- 
oli 

The Sheffield Telegraph is informed that the 
American Mission Association has decided to 
accept the proposition of Mr. Arthington, of 
Leeds, aecompanied with $15,000, to occupy a 
district in Central Africa which lies south of 
Abyssinia and north of the Victoria Nyanza. It 
is uccessible by the Nile, and steamers can be 
used onthe Nile and its tributaries so as to 
facilitate communication with different tribes. 
The American Missionary Association is now 
making an appeal for $35,000 more to start the 
mission. Aboutten missionaries will be re- 
quired. 

Paris was recently startled by an unfounded 
report that the ex-Prince Imperial had died at 
the Cape. A correspondent ofthe Figaro re- 
cently interviewed the ex-Prince and elicited 
the foliowing opinion upon the present regime 
in France: ‘‘France at present is Republican; 
of that there can be no doubt. The Republican 
party has not yet committed faults enough to 
renderarevulsion of opinion probable for a 
long time to come. Moreover, the Conserva- 
tive party is so divided thata period of tanai- 
tion is necessary to round the existing angles 
and make up internal dissensions.’’ 


According to the London World, ‘‘attempts 
were made during the visit ofthe Empress to 
draw out herentourage upon the subject of 
Prince Bismarck, her Majesty’s formidable po- 
litical enemy ,and not entirely without success. 
They describe him as decliningin reputation 
and rapidly decaying in physique. Corpulence 
is rendering his huge form more unwieldy than 
ever; puffy and unhealthy is the look of his 
flesh; no Kissingen can avail against that 
enormous appetite, which consumes largely of 
everything, but especially of bread and cheese 
and beer. His incompetence in domestic poli- 
cy is beginning to alarm the best of his previ- 
ous admirers.’’ 


From the London Athenwum: ‘‘The Rev. 
Charles Tennyson Turner, elder brother of the 
poet laureate, died at Cheltenham on the 25th 
ult. The deceased,in conjunction with his 
distinguished relative, published in 1827 a 
smull volume of poems, entitied ‘Poems by 
Two Brothers.’ This volume is now extremely 
rare,and some woe sold the other day by 
Messrs. Puttuck Simpson, fetched high 
prices. The Rev. C. Tennyson Turner subse- 
guently published a volume of ‘Sonnets’ iu 
1864; ‘Swall Tablernux,’ 1868, and ‘Sonnets, 
Lyrics and Translations,’ 1873. The deceased 
(who assumed the name of Turner by royal 
license) was, for a considerable period, Vicar 
of Grasby, Lincolnshire.’’

Divers Decrees of Divorce Grant- 
ed by Judge Wickham.

Counterfeiters Pleading Quilty in the 
United States Court. 


To-day the default docket was called by 
Judge Wickham, in Circuit Cout No. 2. Of 
course, divorce suits principally filled the 
docket, but to-day they were few in number. 
There were five of them, allof the same na- 
ture, the piea offered in each case being the 
same—desertion, drunkenness and cruelty. 

GEO. FRITZ VS. DELIA FRITZ. 

The petitioner George was married to his 
Delia in st. Louis, on August 10, 1972. 
They lived together in the matri- 
monial harness until the mouth of 
September, 1877, when Delia disappeared and 
absented herself from her spouse, who had 
treated her with due husbandly regard and 
affection. Delia hada tailing for liquor, and 
when under the baneful influence did not de- 
mean herself in a wifely manner. In August, 
1877, she threw a knife at George which struck 
him on the shoulder, causing a painful wound. 
She repeatedly and preston threwa hatchet 
atbim. She further caused him many sleep- 
less nights by saying, ‘‘Whenever —— are 
asleep I will just do something and kill you.’’ 
When George came home to his mealsand was 
ubout to partake of the domestic dish Delia 
would snatch plates, dishes and food from the 
table and fling them around savagely. About 
the bour for retiring she would also pour 
water upon the bed and bedding. In these 
various ways she conduced tothe harmony of 
the household. In septemper, 1877, Delia final- 
ly burst her tetters and disappeared. George 
was not disconsolate but sought refuge in a 
suit for divorce,and after hearing the ahove re- 
cital the Court aliowed him to walk «way a free 
man. 

BVANGELINE RAYMOMD VS. D. HENRY RAYMOND. 

These parties were married at Boston, in the 
State so prolific ofdivorces, on the 16th of 
September, 1874. Two years passed and sped 
rapidly away, but not two yearsjof wedded 
bliss. Henry showered bis affection upon his 
Evangeline inthe shapeof blows. He struck 
her on the bead with his fists and pulled her 
bair. With the exception of these little pleas- 
ant amenities nothing disturved “the serenity 
of the matrimonial sky. ut in 
1576, while Evangeline was Jying 
onabed of sicknessjat Atiall, Mass., Henry 
remorselessly forsook her whom he had sworn 
to love and cherish, and set out for parts an- 
known. His wheieabouts have not since been 
discovered. The Judge listened benigmuntly 
to the pleas of Evangeline, and granted her the 
wished for divorce with the resturation of her 
maidcu name. 

JAMES BUTLER 
was the next ontheroll. He asked tor a sev- 
erance of the nuptial knot from Mary Butler. 
It was on the 3rd of May, 1870, wher 
James gave Mary the ringin Ironton county, 
Missouri. For seven years he endured the 
yoke ot bondage nade doubly galling by Mary’s 
behavior. She did not respond to the gushing 
of his heart but calied him bythe pet nameof 
‘‘an Irish loafer,’’ and other euphonious and 
opprobrious epithets not at all conducive to 
peace and barmony, She also became unduly 
fumiliar with one Geo. Kerns, with whom she 
broke her marriage vows. All this was more 
than James could stand; so he appealed to the 
court for redress, and to-day the Judge 
granted him the decree of divorce. 
BARBARA DREWING 
came next into court, asivg to be divorced 
from her liege Jord, Albert Drewing. The 
marriage took place on February 14, 1874, in 
Louis, and the honeymoon lasted three 
months, until the middle of May. During this 
time he became frequently intoxicated, abused 
and struck her. In the month. of May, he 
caine home at 1 o’clock in the night,drunk,and 
crove Barbaraoutof the house, threatening to 
kilkherif she returned. Since then,he has never 
tried to find her. Instead of returning to be 
killed Burbara filed a suit for divcree, and to- 
dav was made happy. The Court granted the 
decree with the restoration of her maiden 
name, Spreng. 
ALICE J, M'KEEVER 

was the last on the default docket. She waated 
a divorce from Patrick McKeever. She mar- 
himon February 4. 1857, in Glen Falls

The jury was summoned, however, 
nnd Shoemaker and Smith made to take chairs 
infront. The plea of guilty was entered and a 
fine of $1,000 and on e day’s imprisonment.
